Mademoiselle and Alcibiades Stakes and weighted 
on the Experimental Handicap. Other winners by 
Dark Star in this first crop are: Black Letters, Dark 
Starlet (4 wins), Dark Circles, and Alstar (2 wins). 


Conquered Vative Dancer 
in the Kentucky Derby 


DARK STAR ran quite a race. He was off and 
winging from the start in the 144-mile Kentucky 
Derby and stayed there. At the top of the long 
Churchill Downs stretch he was leading by two 
lengths from a charging Native Dancer which had 
just moved into second place. Halfway down the 
stretch Native Dancer had made up only a quarter 
of a length. The big grey cut into the lead even 
more so in the closing drive and 70 yards from the 
finish was trailing Dark Star by a neck. But that 
was it! Dark Star held his advantage and was still 


in front crossing the finish line. It was a good race. 
It was run in 2:02, the fourth fastest time in its 
history. 


Dark Star’s career ended in the Preakness when a 
bowed tendon stopped him while he was leading 
the field. A year earlier Dark Star first became 
prominent when he won the three furlong Hialeah 
Juvenile Stakes at 2 in easy fashion. The son of 
*Royal Gem II also won the Derby Trial Stakes at 
ene mile in 1:36 easily. He retired with earnings 
of $131,337.

The Milk Run 


This month’s Turf and Sport Digest has 
a piece called The Milk Run at Los 
Alamitos, by Wayne Capps. The “milk 
run” is a 150-yard race for Quarter Horse 
sucklings at the Los Alamitos track of 
Frank Vessels. 

Once each day during the spring meet- 
ing Vessels sends out several of his own 
mares and foals. The mares are stationed

at the finish line, the youngsters are 
taken 150 yards up the stretch. At a signal 
from the starter, handlers let go of the 
foals, which presumably run as fast as 
they can to their mothers. 

There is no wagering on these races, 
but Capps reported that they were crowd- 
pleasers. Only Vessels’ own horses are 
used, and the size of the field is deter- 
mined by “how many new foals are 
dropped on the Vessels ranch.” The races 
are run only when the track is fast. 

An official at the Los Alamitos track 
told Capps, “We have found that the Milk 
Run helps the youngsters in two ways: 
they become familiar with the racetrack, 
and they learn to use their legs.” 

This year’s meeting at Los Alamitos, 
April 11 to May 3, will be the sixth at 
which Vessels has run races for sucklings, 
and not one of the foals ever has fallen 
down in his hurry to get to lunch. 


Work of Gremlins 


Proofreading of the tabulations (page 
374, The Blood-Horse of February 8) 
giving the racing records of dams of last 
year’s best horses was done by assorted 
gremlins. Incorrect totals for some of the 
starts and wins columns were of minor 
importance, but Swoon had no business 
with the adjustment and index belonging 
to Miss Zibby. The adjustment for the 
dam of Swoon’s Son should have been 
4.634, index 1.54. The essential totals, for 
year-starters and adjustments, used in 
calculating the group indexes, were cor- 
rect.

FLORIDA 
The $8,000 Claimer 


Fourteen months ago trainer 
Hugh Fontaine and owners Bonnie Heath 
and Jack Dudley were keeping a sharp 
eye on a filly named Pardala, running 
for Mrs. M. V. Bellew Jr. The filly 
was well bred, by Pardal—*Double Deal 
Il. by Straight Deal, but she had tailed 
off badly after a good 2-year-old campaign 
in 1955, in which she had won 4 of 8 starts. 

As a 3-year-old Pardala started 7 times 
and failed to win. In her second race 
as a 4-year-old January 25, 1957, at Hia- 
leah Park, she ran for an $8,000 claiming 
tag. 

Heath. Dudley. and Fontaine were leary 
of claiming her at that price but John 
Wozneski, a young trainer from Chicago, 
was not. He, too, had a notion Pardala was 
potentially a good filly. 

In her first race under Wozneski. Par- 
dala was beaten 21% lengths after being 
carried wide through the stretch. Next 
time out Wozneski stepped her up to 
$15,000. at 144 miles on the grass. Pardala 
overcame all sorts of trouble to win by 
144 lengths but was disqualified for crowd- 
ing. 

That race convinced Heath and com- 
pany. When Wozneski ran her back for 
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Pink Velvet (left) outfinished Beautillion to win the Columbiana Handicap on 


February 12 by a head. Pardala (top center) finished third in the field of 12. 
The winner, a 4-year-old filly by Polynesian, was bred by Ira Drymon. 


$15.000 5 days later. Fontaine made the 
claim. 

Pardala. which had started to come 
back under Wozneski, made startling 
strides under Fontaine. Her second start 
under new colors was in the 1,)3-mile 
Bed O’Roses Handicap at Jamaica and 
she was fourth, 5 lengths behind Little 
Pache. Three weeks later. in the 9-furlong 
Bellrose Handicap, Pardala finished third, 
beaten by Floral Park and Little Pache. 
On June 29, in the Delaware Handicap. 
Pardala was sixth, but beaten only 4 
lengths. 

At that point it appeared Pardala. while 
an improving filly, just wasn’t good 
enough. But in August Pardala scored 
consecutive triumphs in the Matriarch 
Handicap at Monmouth Park and_ the 
Diana Handicap at Saratoga. In the Diana, 
Pardala turned back Little Pache. Search- 
ing. Rare Treat, and Plotter. 

After 2 bad races—in the Beldame and 
Ladies Handicaps—Pardala closed her 
1957 campaign by finishing second in 
the Vineland Handicap at Garden State. 
outfinishing Romanita and Amoret. 

Her first start in Florida this winter. 
at Hialeah February 1, was a remarkably 
sharp effort. The filly out-gamed Bayou— 


voted best 3-year-old filly of 1957—by half 
a length. In 13 starts for Fontaine, Par- 
dala had won 4 times, been second 3 
times. third once, and fourth twice, win- 
ning more than $60.000. 

Next in line were 2 handicaps—the 
Columbiana, February 12, and the Black 
Helen. March 3. 

Owner Heath and trainer Fontaine were 
in fine spirits the morning of the Columbi- 
ana. They felt Pardala—now the big 
horse in the stable. with Needles at stud— 
had a good chance despite some rugged 
opposition in the field of 12. 


Solid, Man 


Heath admitted he had been attracted 
more by Pardala’s breeding than her run- 
ning ability. “The breeding was solid 
all the way back.” Heath said. “We'd 
been admiring her for some time before 
we claimed her. We tried to buy her 
privately at one time.” 

Heath was asked if Pardala’s develop- 
ment as a stakes horse had surprised him. 
He laughed. 

“Well, she’s certainly gratified us. All 
the credit goes to Fontaine.”

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Maine Chance Far 


Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham has been 
racing horses for nearly 25 years, but she 
did not begin breeding them until the 
1940’s. when she first retired fillies from 
her racing stable. For about 10 years she 
boarded her stock at Leslie Combs II's 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington, but by 1955 
Mrs. Graham had such extensive holdings 
that she decided to buy her own farm. 

The property she selected was the for- 
mer Crown Crest Farm, which Mr. and 
Mrs. Howard Reineman had offered for 
sale after they transferred their operations 
to the former Woodvale Farm. For many 
years this 764-acre tract was part of the 
famous Coldstream Stud. 

During the 4 years in which the Reine- 
mans operated the farm they spent a con- 
siderable amount of money building new 
barns and improving existing facilities. 
Mrs. Graham has found it necessary 
to make only minor changes in the farm’s 
leyout during her 2 years of ownership. 

Maine Chance has about 159 stalls in 
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16 barns. and nearly all are in use. In 
addition to stallions, broodmares, and 
yearlings, there usually are a number of 
horses from the racing stable at the farm 
for rest and/or veterinary treatment. The 
one-mile training track, one of the best 
in central Kentucky, is used both for leg- 
ging up horses which are returning to 
the racing stable and giving preliminary 
lessons to yearlings. 

Maine Chance is one of a growing 
number of Kentucky farms which both 
race and breed for the market. With 
about 40 foals each year, it is impossible 
for the Maine Chance stable to absorb the 
farm’s entire output. For the last 3 years 
Mrs. Graham has offered 10 to 15 year- 
lings at auction, including Beauguerre in 
1955 and Jewel’s Reward in 1956. The 
latter did not bring what Mrs. Graham 
considered a fair price and was returned 
to Maine Chance. 

Except for 15 acres of tobacco, the en- 
tire farm is devoted to horse pastures. 


DAILEY 


J. W. (Britt) 


A comprehensive soil study was made by 
the Farm Clinic when Mrs. Graham bought 
the farm, and spot checks have been 
made each year since. J. W. (Bill) Dailey, 
Maine Chance manager, said, “According 
to our soil reports, the fields and _pad- 
docks all are in good shape.” 

Dailey went to Maine Chance from 
Larry S. MacPhail’s Glenangus Farms 
in Maryland only about 45 days ago. 
Dailey is a native of Binghamton, N. Y. 
His family owned saddle horses and 
showed them in New York, Connecticut, 
and Pennsylvania. As a youth he worked 
for Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Sun Briar 
Court, at Binghamton. “I wasn’t a regu- 
lar employee,” he said. “I just went out 
there sometimes after school and during 
vacations to exercise horses and _ help 
around the stable.” 


After he completed his schooling in 
Binghamton, Dailey became associated 
with the Wilson Sporting Goods Company, 
and he rose to assistant to the vice presi- 
dent in charge of manufacturing. In 
1950, however, he elected to give up the 
security of his job with the Wilson firm 
and to return to horses. Lou Doherty, 
another Binghamton native, asked Dailey 
if he would like a job as assistant manager 
of the Ernst Farm at Lexington, and 
Dailey accepted. 

After 2 years with Doherty, Dailey 
was named manager of MacPhail’s Glen 
angus Farms. He remained there 2 years, 
then went to California to manage John 
D. Hertz’s Amarillo Ranch. After Hertz 
sold his California farm, Dailey spent 3 
months in Virginia, helping Mrs. Elizabeth 
Lunn set up a comprehensive record sy* 
tem for her horses at Llangollen Farm, 
then returned to MacPhail in Maryland. 
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Stallions 


Ten stallions stand at Maine Chance, 
including Jet Action, one of the best 
horses Mrs. Graham’s ever owned. which 
begins his first season at stud this month. 
The others are Jet Jewel, leading 2-year- 
old sire in 1957, and Ace Admiral. Gun 
Shot. Jet's Date, Lord Boswell. *Lord 
Venity. Mr. Busher, Royal Blood, and War 
Jeep. Her 1947 Kentucky Deru, winner 
Jet Pilot now is owned by a_ syndicate 
and stands at Spendthrift Farm. Lex- 
ington. 

Five of the Maine Chance stallions are 
less than 10 years old, and only 2. War 
Jeep and Lord Boswell, are more than 13. 
Several of the younger stallions already 
have established themselves — Mr. Busher. 
Ace Admiral, and Royal Blood — and Gun 
Shot and *Lord Vanity do not have foals 
old enough to race. Jet Jewel got off to a 
spectacular beginning in 1957 with Jewel’s 
Reward, from his second small crop. Jet’s 
Date had only one registered foal in his 
first crop, a winner at 2 last year. 

When selecting a stallion prospect, Mrs. 
Graham looks as closely at the breeding 
as she does at the racing record. Jet 
Jewel, by Jet Pilot—Crepe Myrtle, had 
earned only $1,825 in 6 starts at 2 and 3, 
but because he had shown promise in sev- 
eral workouts and was a half-brother to 
Myrtle Charm he was given a chance in 
the stud. The gamble paid off hand-

Jet’s Date. by Jet Pilot out of the good 
race mare War Date (14 wins, $139,755).

Maine Chance Farm has as many high- 
class race mares as any farm in the 
country, and it also is stocked heavily 
with “well-bred” mares, that is, sisters 
and half-sisters to stakes winners and 
stakes producers and daughters of stakes 
winners. 


Three of the Maine Chance broodmares 
headed all other fillies of their years in 
the Experimental Free Handicap—Beau- 
gay.

When the bankers charged with admin- 
istering the estate of William Woodward 
Jr. decided the horses should be disposed 
of, they first sought a technical adviser.

The highest-priced Thoroughbred ever 
sold to that time was *Tulyar, which left 
the Aga Khan for £240,000. Finney’s 
suggestion that Nashua would sell for 
$1,200,000 was met with considerable 
scoffing, but a syndicate headed by Leslie 
Combs II made the successful bid of 
$1,251,200. Finney estimated the entire 
lot of 62 horses would bring $1,908,000. 
and he was off only $41,800.

Second foal of the excellent race mare Two Lea, 
Tim Tam made his first start at Garden State Park 
on October 18. An odds-on favorite, he started 
slowly, then made up ground in the stretch to 
finish fourth to Royal Warrior, beaten 4% lengths. 
It was his only effort in 1957. 

This year Tim Tam opened his campaign at 
Hialeah Park on January 17, scoring a handy 
3-length victory over Field Trophy and 6 others 
at 6 furlongs. Five days later he won at 7 
furlongs; his marg’n was only a half-length, but 
he was kept under stout restraint in the last 
furlong. Beau Daumier was second, Big Freeze 
third. 

On January 28 Tim Tam was dropped back 
to 6 furlongs, opposing Kentucky Pride for the 
first time. He stayed about 11 lengths off the 
peace for a half-mile, made up 6 lengths in the 
stretch, and finished third, 5 lengths behind Ken- 
tucky Pride and 2% lengths behind Yemen. In 
the 7-furlong Bahamas Stakes on February 5, 
Tim Tam was 13 lengths behind the leaders after 
3 furlongs, but this time they came back to him 
quicker. He made up 8% lengths in the last 
quarter, was beaten a diminishing half-length by 
Olymar and Kentucky Pride. 

The added 2 furlongs of the Everglades Stakes. 
10 days after the Bahamas, figured to be in Tim 
Tam’s favor, and he was made the “best bet of the 
day” by 4 of the 5 Daily Racing Form selectors at 
Hialeah. He was coupled with Kentucky Pride, 
and the entry was 7-10. 
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G. W. Parker’s Sand Boy (4) outfinished Honey’s Tiger to score a nose victory in the Abraham Lincoln Stakes at Bowie. 
White Cachet (hidden along rail) was third, a half-length behind the leaders and a head in front of favored Pine Echo. 


Yemen opened a 6-length lead in the first quar- 
ter, covering the distance in :22%5. Tim Tam 
started slowly, and was sixth in the 9-horse field 
after 5 furlongs. Kentucky Pride overhauled 
Yemen on the far turn, and he entered the stretch 
2 lengths in front of Yemen and 3% in front of 
Tim Tam, which had moved to fourth. In the 
last qvarter Tim Tam easily caught his stable- 
mate and drew out to score by 1% lengths under 
a tight hold. Kentucky Pride beat Liberty Ruler 
hy 6 lengths. 

On a good track, the time was 1:51%5. One race 


later the 5-year-old allowance horse Beau Diable 


ran the distance in 1:51.

Annual Reports 


Constant Gains 


The New Mexico State Racing Com- 
mission’s annual report revealed that the 
pari-mutuel handle in 1957 at the state’s 
3 race tracks—La Mesa Park at Raton. 
the State Fair at Albuquerque. and Rui- 
doso Downs in Ruidoso—was the highest 
in the history of racing in the state. 

The total play at the 3 tracks was 
$14,825,655. an increase of $2,127,482 
over 1956. Total paid attendance was 
176.214, an increase of 18.331. Total rev- 
enue to the state was $96.594.17, an in- 
crease of 13.6 per cent. 


Concerning each of the 3 tracks. the 
commission reported: 

“Improvement of facilities at State Fair 
Grounds track, which included the fre. 
decorating of the jockey quarters and the 
installation of a photo-finish booth. re. 
sulted not only in the establishment of 
new records but also in the improvement 
in the quality of racing. 

“The management of La Mesa Park 
enlarged and remodeled the jockey quar. 
ters as the major improvement to their 
facilities. 

“Improvements at Ruidoso Downs 
cluded the rebuilding of the race track 
proper, landscaping and improving of the 
infield; the stairways to club house were 
enclosed, and the entrance to the Jockey 
Club was remodeled. Three new barns 
were built. adding 120 stalls to the barn 
area.” 

A 5-year comparison pari-mutuel 
figures of each of the 3 tracks, showed 
that each had produced constant gains, 
The Ruidoso and Raton associations had 
steady gains in attendance for each of 
the 5 years, but the Albuquerque track 
was off nearly 1,000 in 1957.

It was suggested that Pardala’s best 
races were between 7 and 9 furlongs. “I 
don’t know.” Heath said. “This horse can 
be rated. She can give you her run any- 
time you ask. I think she can go any 
distance.” 

Heath was especially proud of Pardala’s 
triumph over Bayou the previous week. 
“That was a big race for us.” he said. 
“Actually, I think the biggest race she 
ever ran was in the Delaware Handicap. 
She was hemmed in on the rail and 
couldn't get out.” 

Heath now plans to campaign Pardala 
until early fall, then retire her to the 
stud. “We’ve got to be careful with her, 
there’s only one like her in the barn,” 
he said. “We have to give her a chance 
to keep running—she’s earned that. We'll 
stop her this fall and give her time to un- 
wind before sending her to stud. 

“I'm just waiting for that first foal 
when we breed Pardala to Needles.” 

Fontaine, unlike Heath, admitted he 
was completely surprised by Pardala. 
“Naturally I didn’t expect it.” he said. 
“You don’t claim any horse and expect 
him to go on and beat the best in his 
class. Maybe some people are that smart 
—I’m not.” 

Fontaine had an explanation for Par- 
dala’s 2 bad efforts, in the Beldame and 
Ladies Handicap. “In the Beldame she 
got off real bad and the boy had enough 
sense not to punish her. Had no chance 
after the start. In the Ladies the boy took 
her out on the lead against instructions. 
She led for a mile and then they collared 
her.” 

As can be assumed from the above 
statement, Pardala runs her best races 
from off the pace. She usually gets posi- 
tion about 5 lengths off the leaders and 
starts her run on the stretch turn. 

She is a tall (16 hands) bay mare. on 
the thin side. 

“T have no special way of training her.” 
Fontaine said. “Just give her a chance. 
be kind and patient. She’s real easy to 
train, wonderful disposition. Loves to run. 
She’s a good doer but doesn’t put on any 
flesh. 

“This race today? Tough as hell. If she 
wins it'll be cuite a feat. I think she'll 
do better in the Black Helen at 114 miles 
where she’s got more distance.” 


Sky High and Needles 


Fontaine has 15 head stabled at Hia- 
leah, 7 2-year-olds. One of the latter is 
Sky High, a solid bay colt by Bull Brier— 
Noodle Soup. This half-brother of Needles 
“could be any kind of horse,” according 
to Fontaine. 

“Awfully good-looking horse. As big 
now as Needles was when he won the 
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Dr. Sidney G. Babbitz’s Speed Rouser closed with a rush to beat Ezgo by a nose

Derby. We'll find out what he can do 
at Gulfstream.” 

Needles is standing at Heath’s breeding 
farm in Ocala. Fla. Heath, now a market- 
breeder. expected trouble getting good 
mares for Needles, but is satisfied with 
the first year’s bookings. “It’s still a 
problem getting outside mares.” he said. 
“We booked 19. That was enough, as 
we plan to breed 6 of our own mares to 
him. If he handles them well, we'll breed 
him to 4 or 6 more of our own.” 

Needles’ book has been filled by mares 
supplied by Douglas Stewart, Carl Rose. 
Tom Daniels, and Ocala Stud Farm—all 
located near the Heath farm in Ocala. 
Kentuckians P. A. B. Widener III, Patrick 
Calhoun, and Warner L. Jones Jr. also 
have sent mares to Needles’ court. Mrs. 
Helen Sedacca, of Miami, and Carl Wil- 
son. of Detroit, have supplied mares. 

“These mares are principally of stakes 
class.” Heath said. “We accepted 2 that 
were not. but we had good reasons for 
doing so. You never get the quality mares 
you would like, but I’m reasonably well 
pleased with those we have.” 


Pardala’s Third 


Pardala failed to win the Columbiana. 
but ran a powerful race to give every 
indication she would be the horse to beat 
in the Black Helen. 

Tenth after a half-mile, she closed with 
a rush to be third as Pink Velvet won by 
a head over Beautillion, the favorite. 
Pardala was 114 lengths behind Amoret 
as they straightened into the stretch, then 
out-finished the Calumet runner by 114 
lengths. 


Beautillion broke alertly and went head- 
and-head with Dale’s Delight into the 
stretch before putting her away. Pink 
Velvet, coming from fifth place, joined 
Beautillion at the eighth-pole and it was 
a close battle to the wire with Walt Blum 
pushing Pink Velvet to victory in the 
final strides. 

The fractions were :2275, :45, 1:1025, 
1:2335. Pink Velvet. a 4-year-old chest- 
nut filly by Polynesian—Bayrose, earned 
$18.425 for her victory.

tory, and in so doing became the fifth 
horse to run a mile and a furlong in 
1:4645. 

The race may have marked a turning 


point in Round Table’s career. Instead 
of being considered a good horse — a very 
good horse, indeed—he may now be 
ranked as a great one. Certainly it took 
a horse worthy of superlatives to concede 
gobs of weight to Porterhouse, Terrang, 
Find. and Promised Land and handle them 
in the manner he did in world-record time. 

The $33.300 net to the winner moved 
Round Table’s earnings to $803,264, put- 
ting him sixth. a notch ahead of Native 
Dancer. on the all-time list of top money- 
winners. The victory also gave Round 
Table a virtual half-Nelson on the coming 
Santa Anita Handicap, in which he again 
has an impost of 130. Porterhouse picks 
up 2 additional pounds off his race in the 
San Antonio, Find and Promised Land add 
6, Mystic Eye 4 and Terrang 1. The San 
Antonio should have been their best 
chance to beat Round Table; having 
failed, it doesn’t seem likely they could 
succeed when the weight is stacked even 
more heavily against them. 


The world record that Round Table 
equaled was set originally by *Noor at 
Golden Gate Fields in 1950, then tied by 
Alidon and Swaps at Hollywood Park, and 
by Gen. Duke in winning the Florida 
Derby last March at Gulfstream Park. 

*Seaneen and Battle Dance did their 
part in the record-tying race by fashioning 
a fast early pace. They came out of the 
gate flying and staged a duel for the 
lead. Round Table was in sixth place 
going by the stands the first time. 

Round Table was near the rail, and 
Shoemaker made no attempt to move with 
him until the field straightened out on 
the backstretch. In a few strides, Round 
Table passed both Find and Terrang, and 
at the half-mile-pole he was fourth, less 
than 3 lengths behind *Seaneen. Before 
going into the far turn, Round Table 
had galloped by Battle Dance and Like 
Magic, and as he reached the three- 
eighths-marker he was only half a length 
behind *Seaneen. 

Midway around the far turn, Round 
Table had the lead, and as he thundered 


into the homestretch the strapping bay 


‘ colt was 2 lengths on top. Shoemaker 


tapped him once, then shifted his whip 
to his left hand. But no threats to Round 
Table materialized, and Willie only 
showed him the whip 2 or 3 more times 
just to keep his thoughts on the race. 
“He was loafing a little turning for 
heme,” Shoemaker said later, “so I let 
him run to the finish.

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known how close he was to the world 
record, he probably could have beaten it. 

Mystic Eye came from next-to-last in 
the field of 9 with a nice finish to earn 
second money, with Promised Land an- 
other length and a half back in third 
place. Porterhouse was fourth, 514 lengths 
behind Round Table, while Find, after 
racing well to the last quarter, tired. 

After the race there was some criticism 
of the weight ceiling that let Round Table 
in with 130 pounds. It is an old argu- 
ment that probably will go on for some 
time. Some feel that a handicap should 
be a handicap, in fact as well as in name. 
while others—I am among these — be- 
lieve that if a horse has no chance of 
beating Round Table (or any other big 
star) with a 20- or 25-pound spread in 
the weights. he doesn’t belong in the 
race, anyway. 

After the race, I heard a writer from 
San Diego exclaim: “Man, I’m glad I 
didn’t miss that one. It was a great race, 
and that Round Table is something to 
see!” 

I agree. Round Table made it that. 
It wouldn’t have been nearly as thrilling 
if Round Table had received 135 pounds 
and remained in the race just to give a 
horse like *Bounty Bay a chance to upset 
him. The fans — 50.000 of them — liked 
the San Antonio, and the tracks out here 
seem agreed that a 130-pound weight 


limit is the proper thing. 

The next thing, to be really honest about 
it, is to call such races a “limited hand- 
icap.” or drop the word handicap alto- 
gether and call them all stakes.

single age of horses. They are the horses 
of tomorrow, and they have to be de- 
veloped. With the high prices at yearling 
sales, it is somewhat necessary for people 
to get some return for their money in a 
reasonable time. They have to have races 
to develop so that they can compete in 
stakes. We have some very large 2-year- 
old stakes. It’s also true, I suppose. that 
a 2-year-old is not entitled to any more 
than his percentage in comparison to the 
horses on the grounds. The number of 
2-year-old races probably should be in 
respect to the number of 2-year-olds 
against older horses. In New York we 
have 2 2-year-old races a day. sometimes 
3, and at Belmont Park. in using the 
Widener Chute, we are able to provide 
racing facilities and opportunities for 28 
horses in a race. It gives them quite a 
number of chances to run. I don’t know 
how you should decide how many 2-year- 
old races should be carded. unless you 
base it on the percentage on the grounds. 
Does anybody have any suggestions about 
the proportions of 2-year-old races? 
PERLMAN. Marshall, I would like 
to hear an expression from trainers here 
as to what they think of winter 2-year-old 
races. I have heard a lot of opinions on 
it and a lot of people think that having 
races at Tropical Park under 2 furlongs. 


short races, is both undesirable and un- 
interesting. It is during the period of the 
year when the race tracks are loaded with 
older horses who have very few oppor- 
tunities to run.

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MANFUSO. Certainly from my obser- 
vation of New York, you have your share 
of 2-year-old races. It is the tracks in 
other sections of the country that are a 
bit more commercial that restrict the use 
of 2-year-olds, and I think some of this is 
due to the fact that they haven’t checked 
their statistics and actually realized that 
a well-matched 2-year-old race is an ex- 
cellent race for their card. 

CASSIDY. I think both you and Mr. 
‘Perlman are correct in perceiving the dif- 
ference in the spring. There might be 
a question as to whether 2-year-old races 
at a quarter of a mile are worth anything 
as far as a race track’s concerned or 
whether they are even desirable for the 
2-year-olds. but then the owners of these 
horses have to be considered. 

MANFUSO. It depends on the individ- 
ual’s outlook on racing. Personally, I 
wouldn’t want to run my 2-year-olds early. 

CASSIDY. It depends on the owner. 
Jim, what do you think. 

KILROE. It has to vary with the com- 
munity, I would think. We have a pre- 
ponderance of 2-year-olds stabled here 
as you well know, and logically they 
should be given a bigger share in our 
program. Of course, a lot of tracks limit 
the number of 2-year-olds. 

HANES. In answer to some of the re- 
quests on the part of the trainers for 


more 2-year-old races here. we put on 2 
and they both filled, one was overfilled. 

KILROE. We have been very fortunate. 
We were able to divide those big maiden 
races. I think everybody has had a shot 
now with everything but claiming races. 

HANES. We have had more demand for 
2-year-old races here at Saratoga. It varies 
with the conditions of each track.

a man whose life has been a kind of 
point-to-point race. He has_ exhibited 
draft horses, trained Thoroughbreds, and 
judged pony shows; he has been a stud 
groom, farm manager, placing judge, ed- 
itor. college professor, race track director; 
and currently he is president of one of 
the largest horse-selling concerns in the 
world. 

Finney’s tail-male line is made up of 
Episcopal clergymen. His father. the Rev. 
William H. Finney, M. A., was rector of 
a church at Manchester, England, when 
Humphrey was born October 25, 1902. 
His grandfather also was a man of the 
cloth, but one who bred and sold hack- 
neys. Finney lived 7 miles from the rail- 
read at Wakefield (where jockey John 
Longden was born). and “one needed fine 
hackneys to get around.” 


A few years ago, when Finney was 
lecturing at the University of Maryland 
on light-horse husbandry, some eyebrows 
were raised when it was learned that the 
distinguished authority in the Agriculture 
Department was without a college degree. 

“In my native England I was enrolled 
in Preston College, an agricultural in- 
stitution,” Finney explained. “I had a 
rather undistinguished first year, my sec- 
ond was still less distinguished. and in 
my third year, it was considered best by 
all to terminate the whole business.” 

At the age of 15 Finney attended his 
first auction, a sale of Shires at Eton 
Hall, the Duke of Westminster’s stud 
where Bend Or once stood. 

“T was terribly impressed by the dress 
of the auctioneers. You would have 
thought they were about to enter the 
Royal Enclosure. They sold 1.200 head 
from Monday to Saturday. with 5 auc- 
tioneers rotating from 9 in the morning 
to 7 at night. I decided this was a very 
wonderful business indeed. No matter 
what the horses brought. the sales com- 
pany received 5 per cent.” It took him 
20 years to work himself into the 5 per 
cent end of the business. 

In 1921 the 18-year-old Britisher arrived 
in New York via freighter; he was decked 
out in bowler. rough tweeds, white vest 
with black pin stripe, had $125 in his 
pocket and a letter to one of his father’s 
friends who had informed him of a posi- 
tion for a horseman in Alicia, Mich. 

The position was one in which a young 
man could go up. certainly not down. His 
job was to take care of some 300 mares 
and 10 stallions, Belgian draft horses. 
They were used to some extent for ad- 
vertising purposes by the Owosso Sugar 
Company, on whose 10.000-acre sugar 
beet farm Finney was employed. He re- 
ceived $20 a month, plus board and 
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lodging (a stall between 2 stallions) dur. 
ing the summer, $10 a month in the 
winter. 


For 2 years he showed the Belgians a 
fairs in Detroit, Columbus, Des Moines, 
Chicago, and elsewhere. One day at the 
Michigan State Fair, after dumping in the 
feed for a cantankerous 2-year-old, Fip. 
ney was edging out of the stand-up stall 
when the colt took a swipe at him, 
Finney immediately retaliated, by pop. 
ping the colt with the empty bucket, 
Unfortunately the boss, Jacob de Geus, 
witnessed the act and suggested that the 
young man seek employment elsewhere, 
Albert Woodcock (cousin of Tom Wood. 
cock, who was to bring over *Phar Lap) 
also saw the incident; he took sides with 
Finney and offered him a job as groom 
with Albert Krippendorf’s stable of show 
horses and polo ponies at Cincinnati. 

From Cincinnati it is a short trip to 
the Blue Grass. During his year and a 
half with the Karmar Stable Finney made 
many acquaintances in the Lexington 
area. He saw his first Kentucky Derby 
(just barely —the woman behind him 
jammed his bowler over his eyes just as 
Black Gold roared into the stretch), and 
he had $2 going on Sarazen when *Epi- 
nard was beaten in the third International 
Special at Latonia. 


In May of 1925, Finney attended the 
Belmont dispersal, with some 3,500 other 
persons. Dr. Thomas L. Settle, pastor of 
the Church of the Good Shepherd, the 
“horseman’s church” in Lexington, who 
opened the auction with a tribute to Major 
Belmont. had been a choir boy in the 
church of Finney’s grandfather in Eng. 
land. 


The sale started at 10:30 in the morning 
and lasted until nearly 4 in the afternoon, 
with time out for burgoo and_ barbecue 
meats prepared by Dudley Lawrence, suc- 
cessor to Gus Jaubert. Sixty-six mares 
and stallions passed through the ring on 
a knoll near the main residence at Nur- 
sery Stud; they averaged $11,500. 

Two of the Belmont mares were in 
France and were sold as their pictures 
were passed among the spectators. *Hour 
Hand sold for $19,000 and *Quelle 
Chance, dam of Chance Shot and Chance 
Play, brought a then-record price of 
$45,000. Three decades later, Finney at- 
tended another dispersal in Lexington, 
this time as an agent for Fasig-Tipton 
client Stavros Niarchos. When the bidding 
finally halted, Finney was the buyer of 
Segula, dam of Nashua, for a record price 
of $126,000. With the bill Niarchos also 
got a picture of the mare. 

In 1925 Finney went to work for Julius 
Fleischmann, who had polo ponies and 
hunters at Pinehurst, N. C. Then one day 
he answered an advertisement which re 
sulted in his joining H. Guy Bedwell,

“Bedwell was the toughest man in the 
world.” Finney recalls. “Two of us were 
taking care of 23 mares, breaking a 
dozen yearlings, and handling 3 stallions. 
Many’s the time I had to tease the mares 
myself. Then I would cross-tie her in the 
hallway, bandage her tail. strap. up her 
leg, get the stallion, breed her, take the 
stud back to his stall, then loosen the 
mare. I dare say managers at some of 
these big horse farms today would shud- 
der at the thought of breeding a mare 
without at least 4 experienced men. 

“We never touched the  weanlings. 
When it came time to break them as 
yearlings, I used to get a mule in the 
stall to help me halter-break them. That 
mule would just sidle up to a yearling 
and shove it against the wall till _ it 
couldn’t go anywhere. Then I'd slip on 
the halter. 

“Let’s see, now. The stallions were Fair 
Gain (he was by *Vulcain—*Fairy Gold, 
thus a half-brother of Fair Play, worth 
nothing, however); Billy McLaughlin, by 
*Wrack; and a horse called Thunder- 
storm, by Olambala—Nightfall.” 

Finney stood up under the routine for 
6 months, then went to Laurel Park Stud. 
He took a string of horses to Miami for 
his new employers but failed to make 


any great showing. or expenses; forced 
to sell the horses, he found himself out 
of a job, and went back to Bedwell. There 
he added to his knowledge of yearling 
breaking and conditioning and _ picked 
up some tips on_horse-shoeing. Finney 
contends Bedwell knew as much about 
a horse’s foot as any professional black- 
smith. 

In 1926 Finney applied for a position 
as stallion man at Sylvester Labrot’s Holly 
Beach Farm, and a year later he was 
named manager. He settled down at Holly 
Beach and began to make a name for 
himself in the horse business. He wrote 
a series of articles for The Blood-Horse, 
subsequently published in book form, en- 
entitled A Stud Farm Diary, by Nothing 
Ventured. On July 19, 1930, he married 
Olive Macey: their children were Patricia 
Jane. Laura Marguerite. and John 
Michael. 

Finney had been a member of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association for 
several years when, in 1936, he was ap- 
pointed a committee-of-one to publish the 
Maryland Horse, a 4-page folder which 
subsequently grew into a good-sized mag- 
azine. 

“That was a lot of fun. I had a bottom 
drawer in my desk in which I would 
throw everything that came to me. Then 
when it was time to get out the magazine. 


I would empty the drawer. Never missed 
a deadline—of course, our deadline varied 
a bit. So long as we got the magazine out 
within the month printed on the cover, 
we figured we had made the deadline. 
In 1937 Finney left Labrot’s to devote 
more of his time as field secretary {or 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa. 
tion. In 1938 he did his first stint in the 
announcer’s stand with George Swine. 
broad at the Maryland Breeders’ sale. 
Among the many chores Finney per. 
formed as field secretary for the breeders 
association was that of escorting visitors 
on tours of the breeding farms. One mem. 
orable trip was started at 8 o'clock jn 
the morning after Challedon won the 
Preakness. This was at the behest of the 
late Joe Palmer, who had a few hours 
before catching a train back to Lexington, 
The first to be disturbed was Maj. 
Goss. L. Stryker, then president of Laurel 
Race Course. After inspecting his horses 
and allowing him to go back to his break- 
fast. the pair interrupted the morning 
meal of Chester Hockley, then president 
of the Maryland Breeders. In his notes 
which later appeared in The Blood-Horse, 
Palmer observed that the grass was good: 
but then it had to be, since Hockley was 
president of a fertilizer outfit. 
At Leslie Keiffer’s Inverness Farm 
they found their host was having break- 
fast off the mantle and the pair happily

accepted an invitation to join. After in- 
specting the home stallions Jean Bart and 
Charing Cross. the travelers returned to 
their car to find a fifth of Scotch and a 
quart of rye on the seat. 

“Ah.” said Finney. “there’s 
hospitality for you.” 

“Humph.” grunted the Kentuckian. “No 
ice.” 

The roads were pretty tricky in that 
section of Maryland. Palmer always con- 
tended that he alone saved the lives of 
both. by the clever device of having Fin- 
ney stop for a drink as they approached 
each turn. Then, starting at a low speed. 
the turns were safely negotiated. 

A few more farms were visited. and 
the yearlings were better-looking at each 
stop. Finney was scheduled to stand up 
at the christening of a baby that after- 
noon, and it scon became a question as 
to who was going to catch the train and 
who was going to the christening. The 
car was brought to a halt at the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup course on the estate of 
J. W. Y. Martin. and the jumps were 
tested. It was a delightful tour, and it 
stands out in Finney’s mind above hun- 
dreds of others. 

During the war, Finney was given leave 
of absence by the Maryland Breeders to 
procure some 5.000 horses for the Coast 
Guard beach patrol. He was assisted on 
this mission by H. A. (Jimmy) Jones. 
The submarine scare was over in 1944, and 
the Treasury Department found it had 
some 25.000 horses on hand which had 
been declared surplus property and avail- 
able for sale. It was Finney’s job to dis- 
pose of the Government’s horses. He 
traveled some 60.000 miles through 42 
states. He sold some for $25. some for 
$675. averaging about $75 a head. The 
Government sold only on a cash basis. 
so a local auctioneer had to write out a 
check for the entire sale and hustle the 
collections from buyers. 

“The best consignor I ever had was 
the United States government.” Finney 
said recently. “We announced everything. 
When I would say an animal had ringbone 
the price would go uv. If I said a horse 
had a popped sesamoid buyers apparently 
thought. “Aw. that damned fool doesn’t 
know what he’s talking about: I'll prove 
it.” And we would get another $25.” 

These sales gave Finney a certain con- 
fidence in the announcer’s stand, a feeling 
of mastery over the situation. On one 
occasion prior to an auction a_heckler 
asked. “When are you going to start 
the dog race?” Finney snatched the

Tom Fool took off alone in front by three lengths 
along the backstretch. On the stretch turn *Royal 


Vale started his move. He cut the leader’s lead 
to one length at the eighth-pole. Through the final 
sixteenth it was nose and nose. The race was run 
in 2:00%, fastest Suburban ever run, except for 
Whisk Broom II’s disputed record. The two horses 
went separate ways after that and did not meet 
again. *Royal Vale raced another year and his foals 
will start racing in 1958, a year later than Tom 
Fool’s first. 


All in all, *Royal Vale won $278,433 in England 
and America. He won in new record or near record 
times at distances from six furlongs to 11% miles, 
won on all sorts of tracks.

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glasses from his nose. “As soon as yoy 
can get in shape to run,” he said. 

After the war the death of Kenneth 
Gilpin caused a shake-up in the Fasig. 
Tipton organization, and Finney was made 
general manager. It was Finney who flew 
to California and arranged the Mayer 
dispersal for Fasig-Tipton. Of the many 
sales in which he has participated. the 
Mayer auction of 60 horses in training 
ir the spring of 1947 was the most spec. 
tacular. 

With Swinebroad and Finney sending 
horses through the ring at an average 
rate of one each 2.7 minutes it took only 
2 hours and 43 minutes to sell $1.549,800 
worth of horses. Four horses were taken 
out of catalogue sequence in order to get 
a little excitement on a 15-minute national 
broadcast. The four, Busher, Honeymoon, 
Be Faithful, and Stepfather, sold for 
$570.000. which was exciting enough. 

The success and publicity of the first 
Mayer sale, perhaps more than any other 
one factor, made Finney’s name known. 
People outside the business came to ask 
how to get in, and people inside the busi- 
ness came to him to do their selling. In 
1953 he was elected president of Fasig- 
Tipton and named a director at Laurel. 

Fasig-Tipton sold some 1,600 horses at 
various sales throughout the country last 
year, doing a $7 million business. The 
operation, however, is largely a one-man 
affair. Finney is the trademark of the 
company and one as distinctive as the 


late Enoch James Tranter once was. Fin- 


ney’s own trademarks are a rectangular, 
masculine face, rounded at the corners 
and topped by a tuft of white hair parted 
in the middle; a pair of crescent-shaped 
spectacles, used to read catalogues; a 
wardrobe with an an *look; a stick and 
sales catalogue. 

Finney travels nearly 100,000 miles a 
year for Fasig-Tipton. Last year he made 
5 trips to California, 2 to Europe, a 
dozen to Lexington, 2 to Canada, and 3 
to Florida. Naturally, he does not waste 
his time en route. Three years ago on a 
train from New York to Lexington a 
friend, Willard Proctor, told him, “I be- 
lieve Ralph Lowe’s tired of these expen- 
sive yearlings that haven’t been doing 
anything for him. If you could find some 
good yearlings, without any fat on them, 
I believe the man would go for them.” 

Finney immediately got in touch with 
the Aga Khan, flew to Ireland with Dr. 
D. L. Proctor, and selected 6 colts and 
3 fillies from 15 Aga Khan yearlings. 

Lowe paid $220,000 for the group. One 
was *Gallant Man. : 

Finney has had a remarkably varied 
career for a specialist. But would he say 
he has been successful? 

“I came to this country with a stake of 
$125. I put Johnny through Princeton, 
the girls through Randolph-Macon, and | 
still have the original stake — $125.”
